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Hon. Tuos. A. Osnorn, Governor of Kansas: 
The State Librarian respectfully submits this his fourth 
Annual Report of the condition of the State Library. 


The duties of a librarian may be said to be monotonous; very 
much like those of the man who turned a spice mill, “from ever- 
lasting to everlasting.” That which was done yesterday has to 
be repeated to-day. The report of one year is substantially the 
report of every year. Nothing of importance occurs that gives 
a special interest to one report over another. A plain and full 
statement of the transactions of the year is all that it will afford. 

During the year closing the 30th of November, 1873, there 
has been no material change in the condition of the Library, as 
to the care of the books or the order in which they are kept. No 
injury has been done to thé books, except that necessarily inci- 
dent to continued use; and no loss, except a few of the session 
laws of Kansas, taken out by legislators and not returned. It 
may as well be said now and here, that the only loss the Library 
sustains is through those whose duty it is to guard the public 
property. - ° 

Some necessary binding and repairing has been done, and the 
additional shelving provided for by the last Legislature has been 
put in, giving room for eight hundred volumes. 
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The annual increase of the Library is so great that I have 
taken the responsibility of having cases with locks put up in the 
room opposite the Library, (having the consent of the Attorney 
General, who occupies it as his office,) for a place of safe storage 
for the Kansas Supreme Court Reports, kept in Library for 
sale; this gives the Library shelving for the use of Library books, 
and insures the safe-keeping of the Reports. The cost of these 
locked cases will be only one hundred and ten dollars, which 
sum, it is believed, will be appropriated by the Legislature. The 
Reports will be safely stored by the first of January next. 

A plain, brief reference catalogue of the law and miscellaneous 
books has been prepared and is now in press. 

The printed labels, provided for by the act of last Legislature, 
have been procured and are being pasted in the books as fast as 
the pressing business of the Library permits. 

The attention of the Legislature is respectfully asked to the 
necessity for some legislation in reference to our Supreme Court 
Reports, and it is with due deference suggested that a law be 
passed fixing, lst, a uniform price per volume; 2nd, providing 
that they be sold only at the Library, the proceeds to be depos- 
ited in the State Treasury as a fund to be drawn upon for the 
increase of the Library, all undrawn balances at the close of 


each fiscal year to be transferred to the general fund, with such 


other provisions as may be deemed necessary for the interest of 
the State. me 

This will relieve the Reporter of all responsibility, meet the 
universal demand of the bar in the cheapening and uniformity 
of the price of the Reports, provide permanently for the increase 
of the Library, and be the means of returning to the State 
Treasury a large per cent. of the expenditure for publishing the 
Reports. 

An appropriation is asked to pay for the covering the shelves 
of the Library with baize, or some suitable material, as it is 


‘ necessary for the protection of the books from the wear incident 


to often handling; many of them already show marks of this 
wear. An estimate of the cost will be presented to the Com- 
mittee on Library. 

The number of Exchanges sent to other States, Territories, 
societies and institutions, this year, is unusually large, amount- 
ing to about four hundred volumes. Sending these exchanges 
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has been suspended for a week for want of wrapping paper, but 
will be resumed in a few days. . 
Appended and made part of this Report, are catalogues of the

The members of the bar have been aęcommo- 
dated with the use of books to the extent of the legal pro- 
vision, and it gives the Librarian pleasure to record that not 
a book has been injured, and they have been promptly returned. 

In conclusion, the Committee on Library are respectfully urged 
to visit and examine into its condition, and not take it for granted 
that the Librarian’s Report is correct. 
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Thanks are hereby tendered to the Directors for their uniform 
kindness-and the valuable aid rendered, in the management of 
the Library.
